How a Poor Fellow Raised Money to 
Give His Wife a Long-Wished-For 
Christmas Treat—A Lively Tussle 
With a Wild Cat—Capturing a Bear 
and Two Cubs.

Pocono, Pa., December 19,—A month or more ago 
Aaron Dewitt, a lumberman of the Oakland Woods, 
promised his wife that he would take her and the 
baby to her old home over in Jersey to spend 
Christmas, It was a desire to put alittie more 
money in his purse to use on this eventful trip 
more than a louging for the sport, that prompied 
bim to borrow a neighbor's gun a few days ago 
and go out in the woods in the hope that he might 
run across a wild cat or two, or may be a bear or a 
deer. Only a few days before Henry Decker, who 
knew but little more about hunting wild cats than 
Dewitt did, had gonealong Balsom Swamp and 
killed two big wild cats and three kittens. There is 
a bounty ef $2 apiece on wild catsin this State, 
and, therefore, Henry Decker made a cold $10-bi!l 


by a few hours’ work. Moreover, just before that, 
W. Gilpin of Green township had quietly zone in 
the woods, not far from his house, and in three 
hours was back with a bear thet weighed 425 
pounds, and he had not tried himseif at all. 
That bear Gilpin just chucked on the cars 
at Oakland and ran up cto Seranton = with 
it and came back with $80 all in one crisp, big roll. 
To make the situation more enticing, Tunis Smith. 
of Green, the man who killed the big bear, which 
was sent to the New Orieans Exposition, and which 
war about the onty exhibit of Penusylvan a prod- 
ucts there was at the Southern fair, had a few 
days before gone out and knocked over a 250-pound 
bear. Then the Bowmans and some more had 
taken a half-day off and knocked around in Jay 
Gould's old swamp, over beyond Tolohonna, 
and had come home with three good 
bears worth $100. eure. Here was more 
money than Aaron Dewitt could make in 
six montos’ hard work, coined rigkt out 
of bears and wild cats. So he borrowed 
a neighbor's gun and went out to see whether some 
people had more luck than others or whether they 
haan’t. Aaron bad seen plenty of wild cats and 
ese of bears in the woods, but he had never 
unted any. While at work in the woods he never 
had a thought of either bears er wild cats, and 
never felt afraid when he saw them, for they were 
not looking for him aud got eut of his way as soon 
as they could. Aaron stole along through the 
woods and finally stopped for a moment within a 
few feet of a big chestnut tree, wondering if he 
hadn't better go home. He stood with his left side 
toward the tree and with the gun on his shoulder. 
Suddenly something strack him heavily on the left 
shou:der, and he was thrown tothe ground. He 
rose quickly, and there, just out of reaca of him 
and with a steel trap hanging to one hind leg, and 
a chain extending from the trap back into a hollow 
in the tree, which Aaron had not noticed, stood a 
wild cat as big as a small sheep. Aaron’s first im- 
pulse was to run and he did, leaving his gun lying 
onthe ground. He ouly ran a few yards, and then 
it came to him the wild cat must be held by the 
chain. He stopped and looked back 
THE CATAMOUNT STILL CROUCHED 
on the ground and the chain was drawn taut. 
Aaron then feit a pain in his snoulder and glooking 
at it saw that his coat and shirt were torn away on 
the shoulder, and that the wild cat had also buried 
its claws into the flesh. Aaron walked bacx. 
cautiously picked up his gun and, although his 
hand trembled se he could scarcely hold the gun at 
sghi ou the cat, Close as it was, he puta bullet 
through its brain and kiiled it where it crouched. 
The wild cat had been trapped somewhere in the 
wood and had brosen the trap from its fastenings, 
aud sought the first place of refuge with the trap 
hanging to it. The chain had, fortunately for 
Aaron, a large ring in the end and tnis had slipped 
over a sp inter in the hollow of the tree and gave 
the wild cat only the length ofthe chain. After 
killing the cat Aaron was unable to load 
his gun for some time. He finally did so 
and feeling that he had made enough to well pay 
him for nis day’s work, he concluded not to take 
any more risks, and, shouldering the wild cat and 
his gun, be started for home. But, while Aaron 
was willing to quit, fate had ordained otherwise. 
Aaron bad gone but 100 yards when he thought he 
heard a growling. He looked off to his left and 
there saw two bear cubs roiling and tumbling over 
one Another like two dogs at piay. Aaron did 
sometning that an experienced and fearless hunter 
would never have thought of doing. He laid down 
his wild cat and went up to the cubs to capture them 
alive. They offered to play with him, but the 
minute he took hold of them apd began to 
drag them alovg they set up aloud whining and 
began to bite and scratch Aaron persisteé and 
got the bears to the spot u here he had left the wiid 
cat and tue gun. moving the chain from the 
trap be was about piacing it on the yelpihg cubs 
when he heard a great commotionin tbe brush. 
Instantly it flashed on him what wascoming. He 
knew tbat the motber of cubds had he them 
and lost no time in responding. Aaron was scared, 
but bad presence of mind enough to grab his gun. 
He had bareiy time to do so when the od bear 
made her appearance 4nd came tearing toward 
Aaron an the cubs. Aaron remewbers

The 
two cubs were whining about her body. fter 
a while Aaron chained the bears together to a tree. 
and leaving the bearand wild cat where they were, 
burried out of the woods as fast ashe could four 
help to get his game home. He found 
turee wood choppers and they went to his aid. 
They got the dead bear, the two live cubs and the 
dead wild gat all safely to Aaron's house. Although 
his house is a mile or more away from the clearing, 
the news of Aaron's great exploit was not long in 
reachlug there, and the whole settiement flocked to 
his house to see the game. The dead wild cat was 
claimed by one of the visitors, as the trap was one 
of bisthat was missing.

A BAD POSTMASTER. 

Several indignant citizens of Fayette, Mo., 
are striving to prevent the confirmation by the 
Senate of the appointment of C. J. WALDEN 
as Postmaster at that place. The incumbent 
has had the misfortune to so conduct himself 
in office as to grievously offend a considerable 
number of his neighbors, and the latter have 
brought against him grave charges of miscon- 
duct and incompetency, copies of which 
charges have been duly filed with the President 
and circulated among the Senators. 

The following are among the charges against 
Mr. WaLpEn: He “mortified Mr. C. S. NEaL’s 
feelings” by making a disrespectful remark 
about a paper to which Mr. NzaL was a sub- 
scriber;” he “insinuated that Jonn A. LOGAN'S 
knowledge of the Spanish language is almost 
as poor as his knowledge of English;” he 
‘‘publishes a newspaper and receipts for sub- 
scriptions at the Post Office;” he “alluded to 
Governor CRITTENDEN as ‘Little Tom’ and ‘a 
Lincoln Hessian,’ accusing him also of corrupt 
collusion with railroads, and of pardoning con- 
victs for pay;” he called Col. SwiTzier ‘Old 
Sour Mash’, and applied to him other opprobri- 
ous epithets;” he “‘threatened to bolt Senator 
PROCTOR’S nomination;” and, finally, he left 
the Union Army and joined the Confederates,” 
after which he is supposed to have slaughtered 
loyal patriots with a blood-guiltiness equal to 
that displayed by Mark Twain himself while 
posing as a 26-year-old school-boy patriot 
among the first volunteers of Misssouri. 

Certainly no Postmaster, especially the Post- 
master of a town like Fayette, has the right to 
mortify Mr. NRAL's feelings by slandering the 
newspaper which he reads. . The invidious re- 
flection cast upon General LOGAN’s supposed 
familiarity with the Spanish language, is 
wholly gratuitous and unwarranted, and a 
malicious sting is imparted by lugging in the 
Senator’s knowledge of English by way of com- 
parison. Under such circumstances, it is not 
to be supposed that Senator LoGan will vote 
for Mr. WALDEN’s confirmation with anything 
like hilarious enthusiasm. When Mr. WAL 
DEN's subscribers brought money to him at the 
Post Office and offered to pay for the paper 

which WALDEN was publishing, he should have 
folded his arms jike an offended Roman Sena- 
tor and said, like a typical country editor: 
Gentlemen, keep your money till a more con- 
venient season; this is not the proper place for 
me to receive it.” It is certain, also, that the 
Postmaster should have shown more respect 
for the architectural beauty and symmetry of 
Governor CRITTENDEN. To refer to a man as 
“Little Tom,” shows an evident intent to be- 
little him. Governor CRITTENDEN has endured 
enough worry about kissing Patri, and should 
be allowed a season of rest. It is true that he 
did not have to pay a 810 fine like Masher“ 
Morton, but he has made up for it in remorse. 

This flerce arraignment may prove strong 
enough to cause the rejection by the Senate of 
Postmaster WALDEN’s appointment. His scan- 
dalous reflection on LOGAN’s Spanish will 
doubtless provoke the hostility of that Senator; 
while his hardihood in dubbing Colonel Swrraz- 
LER, old Sour Mash” may array against him 
the bibulous element of the Senate; but it must 
be confessed that a man so highly endowed 
with picturesque accomplishments as Mr, 
WALDEN has some degree of versatility.

THE HOME RULE VICTORY. 

Many years ago JOHN BRIGET told the Irish 
Members of Parliament that if they were 
united on Irish questions they would soon be- 
come invincible. By assisting the Liberals to 
extend the franchise so that the real voice of 
the English people could be heard in the House, 
they would secure an audience that would no 
longer turn a deaf ear to the cries of the Irish 
people, repeated by a substantially united body 
of Ireland’s representatives. And now it seems 
that Mr. Bricut’s predictions are about to be 
most happily verified, and that the new Par- 
liament will contain a majority willing to act 
upon Mr. Fox’s theory of the necessity of gov- 
erning Ireland according to Irish ideas. 

It is a wonderful change, and has been 
brought about in the very way suggested by 
Mr. BRIGHT, and in the short space of eleven 
years. In 1874, for the first time, Ireland sent 
sixty members to Parliament committed to the 
policy of sacrificing all other considerations to 
the work of obtaining for Ireland just such 
privileges of local self-government as the States 
of the American Union enjoy. By adhering to 
that object under the firm and skillful leader- 
ship of Mr. PARNELL, and incidentally aiding 
the Liberals to extend the franchise, they have 
at last obtained a Parliament in which 86 of 
Ireland’s 103 representatives are Home Rulers, 
and a large majority of both the Liberals and 
Tories elected are pledged to some form of 
Home Rule in Ireland. 

The support which the Parnellites gave to 
the popular measures advocated by the Liberals 
for the benefit of the English people, estab- 
lished such an entente cordiale between Home 
Rulers and Liberals under BEACONSFIELD’s 
administration, that when he made bis last 
appeal to the country he denounced the Lib- 
erals as sympathizers with the Trish faction. 
The Parnellites then issued a manifesto which 
united their strength with that of the Liberals 
and brought Mr. GLapstTong into power with 
an immense majority. The hopes flattered 
by this victory were not realized; probably be- 
cause Mr. GLADSTONE regarded a further ex- 
tension of the franchise and a redistribution of 
seats as a necessary preliminary to the suc- 
cessful introduction of a Home Rule measure. 
Again the Government tried the old tutile 
remedies, coercion acts, eto, and refused to 
entertain the question of Home Rule, until at 
last the Parnellites the Tories to down 
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ding tor votes, helped to prepare the publio 
mind for expecting Home Rule as inevitable in 
some shape or other. 

It is under these circumstances that Mr. 
GLapstows has addressed himself to the task 
of shaping and carrying through a system of 
local self-government for Ireland, and from the 
whole tenor of his public life we believe that 
he recognizes the opportunity he long has 
sought, and will now succeed in passing a 
measure which will eventually, if not immedi- 
ately, guarantee to Ireland all the immunities 
and benefits of Home Rule as enjoyed by our 


States. — —— — 


THE DAKOTA CASE. 

We believe it is admitted on all sides that 

Dakota has a permanently settled population 
large enough to entitle ber to admission asa 
State. The regular and safe method of obtain- 
ing admission as a State is by steps taken in 
accordance with the provisions of an enabling 
act, In that way elections can be held under 
the sanction of law to ascertain the will of the 
people in regard to admission and in regard to 
their proposed State Constitution and the 
organization of their State Government. 
It Dakota were applying for admission in 
this regular way, she would meet with no oppo- 
sition. And even in the absence of such 
regularity there would be precedents for her 
admission, and no insurmountable objection to 
it, if it were unquestionable that the sense of 
her whole people had been fairly ascertained 
and obeyed in making the application and in 
the formation of a new State Government, re- 
publican in form. 

But there is neither an enabling act nor any 
other form or sanction of law observed in the 
alleged application of Dakota. There is not 
even a pretense that the Territory of Dakota is 
knocking for admission, or that her people 
have been consulted on the subject. On the 
contrary, it is boldly admitted that an alleged 
majority of the people in one section of the 
Territory have undertaken to dismember it, to 
secede from it and to set up a State Govern- 
ment of their own, without authority from 
Congress, without consulting the other section 
of the Territory, without the sanction of a ma- 
jority of the whole population, and without 
regarding the laws of the United States or of 
Dakota in their proceedings. Their movement 
throughout has been utterly revolutionary, and 
their pretended elections but farcical forms, 
without legal safeguards or attestations. 

To pluck a new State from the mangled 
body of an ofganized Territory by such a 
Ceesarian operation as this would wrong its 
people and set up a precedent full of trouble 
for all the Territories yet to be admitted into 
the Union. Such a serious departure from the 
pat of order and safety cannot be justified by 
a mere party necessity for a gain of two Sena- 
tors. The whole of Dakota is not too large 
for a State. The time has come to make a 
fight against this cutting up of Territories in- 
to petty States with as many votes in the Sen- 
ate as in the House, and it will be time enough 
to admit Dakota when the application for 
admission purports to be the act of a majority 
of her entire population. 


THE MORGAN FARCE. 

The Morgan investigation long since reached 
an absurd and farcical stage. The vocation of 
a teacher properly demands upright conduct 
and clean character in an incumbent. No 
pursuit whigh one can follow except, perhaps, 
that of a Christian minister, so severely exacts 
an adhesion to the main proprieties of life. 
The theory that if ateacher deports himself 
properly while on duty, and maintains a seemly 
bearing while im the presence of his assembled 
pupils, he may do what he chooses at all other 
times, is manifestly unsound—nay, ridiculous; 
and yet it appears to be the theory on which 
the Morgan investigation is proceeding. Such 
a test of an instructor’s fitness would let into 
the ranks of teachers auy debauchee or 
drunkard who had enough self-control to 
govern his conduct in the school-room. 

Professor MORGAN has never made any denial 
of the charges with which he isconfronted. He 
contradicts only by indirection, and a shrewd 
plan of evasion characterizes his whole defense. 
The investigating committee does not appear 
to apprehend its duty in the premises, nor to 
know the proper range of such an investiga- 
tion. If competent witnesses swear that they 
have seen Professor MorGaN drunk, or in im- 
proper places, such testimony is not at all 
denied or impaired when other competent wit- 
nesses swear that they have never seen the 
accused teacher in such a condition or in such 
places. There is no issue of veracity between 
the witnesses of the two sides. The testimony 
brought forward by the defense is purely neg- 
ative and might be indefinitely enlarged with- 
out affecting the merits of the case. 

Certainly, enough has been proved to show 
that Professor Morgan is notoriously unfit for 
the work of teaching children; and this fact 


cannot be affected by a whitewashing acquit- 


tal. His reinstatement would be hurtful to 
public morals and disastrous to any school to 
which be might be antigned .

After a two years’ struggle over the gas 
question, that question is at last in a shape which 


promises practical and valuable relief to the

FOREIGN ECHOES. 


A handbill is being circulated through the South 
of England headed: “See how the aristocracy 
eat up dur taxes to the tune of 108,614.62. Its 
object is to show, according tothe bandbili, the 
“great suffering“ inflicted on “the crushed middle 
aud working classes, who pay most of the taxes, 
which the rich aristocracy devour voraciously in 
pensions and places, to live idle and luxurious 
lives.“ The circular is compiled from a reprint of 
an analysis contained in the almanac publisbed by 
the Financial Reform Association of the salaries 
received during the last thirty-five years by officers 
inthe church, state and Indian civil service, who 
are connected, however remotely, with the House of 
Lords. The tabular statement includes number of 
relatives, offices held and moneys received py 
Dukes, Marquises, etc., named by the Financial 
Reform Almanac. 

“To be or not to be? that is the question“ which 
is just now convulsing the British mind. Disestab- 
lishment is not only in the air, but the air itself 
everywhere is full of disestablishment. Lately the 
point of culmination has been reached in the form 
of an address to English churehmen which has 
been drafted by Lord Grey and signed by a large 
number of prominent Liberals, both Peers and 
Commoners, including the Dukes of Bedford and 
Westminster, Lorags Seibérne, Fortescue and 
Penzance, Mr. Thomas Hughes and Mr. E. F. 
Bouverie, in all nineteen peers and geutiemen—all, 
with one exception, of the Liberal faith. It is long 
since so momentous a document of appeal to the 
peop.e has been published. 

Alderman Robert Leader, the most prominent 
figure in Sbeffie'd politics and journalism, is dead 
in his seventy-seventh year. He had exercised for 
over half a century sole control of the chief organ 
of Sheffie'd Liberalism. Even when compelled by 
advancing age he transferred the property to his 
sons some years ago, He yet held the reigns of 
government and was a frequent contributor to its 
columns to the last. Member for the county three 
times, be occupied a position among the Liberal 
fraternity of England which will not readily be 
filled. 


A memorial window is about to be placed in the 
chancel of the Dockyard Church at Sheerness by 
the naval authorities to perpetuate the memory of 
the officers and men who died in the Khartoum 
Relief Expedition and the Egyptian and Soudan 
wars. It is also proposed to piace a tablet bearing 
the names of the deceased officers and men in a 
suitable position in the building. The Prince of 
Leiningen, Admiral Commander-in-Chief at the 
Nore, will act as president of the committee. 

A bandsome volume has just been presented by 
“The Ladies of England” to Mrs. Gordon, sister of 
the late Gen. Gordon, containing an illuminated ad- 
dress sympathizing with her in her bereavement, 
and alluding in a touching manner to the virtues of 
her brother. The list includes the Princesses of 
Great Britain, peeresses of the realm and wives of 
Bishops and of members of the House of Com- 
mons. The book is composed of vellum through- 
out, embeliisued with appropriate artistic designs. 
On the first page isthe dedication, surrounded by 
laurel leaves, with ivy (the Gordon badge) inter- 
twined, and drooping palm branches, over which 
are the Royal arma. On the second page is the 
address of presentation, bordered with laurels, 
over it being the monogram of the late General, 
and beneath his coas of arms, crest, etc., with the 
family motto, “Semper Fidelis.” His orders and 
medals are also introduced, together with pea- 
cocks’ feathers, which have reference to the hon- 
ors he received from the Emperor of China. 

A new class of armed ship is about to be added to 
the British navy. The vessels will be known as a 
torpedo cateher and destroyer, being cupadle of 
accomplishing nineteen knots an hour in a reugh 
sea, which is beyond the rate of speed of any 
torpedo beat yet built under like conditions, 


The Turkish navy is reported ia as deplorable a 
condition as ourown. During the last seven years 
since the end of the war with Russia the fieet has 
remained in complete inactivity. The condition of 
the ships bas been entirely neglected, the poilers 
and engines are covered with rust and the hulls are 
so rotten that most of the vessels are half flied with 
water, so that it isa matter of great difficulty to 
keep them afloat, It must take weeks, if not 
mouths, before the naval ministry can succeed in 
making a few sbips fit for sea. 


The Emperor of Germany has consented to the 
fberation on heavy bail of the aged Polish post, 
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in a fortress for complicity in the betrayal ef mili- 
tary secrets to foreign governments, especially 
those of France and of Russia. The remainder of 
his sentence has not been remitted, but the state of 
his bealth has induced the Emperor to set him free 
for some time on ball.

Edward S. Tobey’s Rise From Dis- 
count Clerk toa Participant in the 
Grant & Ward Transactions—A Bit 
of Romance— How Tipplers Get 
Their Drinks in Maine.

PorRTLAND, Mz., December 19.—Edward S. Tobey, 
who was indicted and put under bonds for com- 
plicity inthe Grant & Ward frauds, formerly lived 
here. For nine years he was discount clerk in the 
First National Bank. Some years ago he dis- 
appeared and was next heard of as a purveyor toa 
New York hotel. He returned here a few years 
later and married Mrs. George Whittier, widow of 
a distant relative of the Poet Whittier. There is 
said to have been aromanceinthis match, in that 
he had been a suitor for her hand 


before ber first marriage. She was 
then Mies Bessie Banks, and was considered 
very beautiful, and was accomplished and 
pleasing. Dr. Whittier pushed his suit successfully 
and they lived very happily here, Soon after Dr. 
Whittier’s death. Mr. Tobey appeared upon the 
scene, and in a few years took Mrs. Whittier as his 
bride to Brooklyn.

ocket of his coat, a quart pistol of whisky in his 
Pip pocket, and occ4s onally hangs a couple of 
botties of beer around his neck and warms it under 
hisarms. You will find him loafing in the hote. 
reading-room or about the corridors, and there’s a 
smallempty room near where you can step in and 
have what you want. As a general thing this bar- 
keeper don't speak much Kaglisn or any other 
Janguage. You have but to wink and he is at yeur 
service. At some hotels a key is given tothe 
drinker,and be goestoaroom on an upper floor 
and locks himse/f in until he ig satisfied. Again. 
you wili be showntoadark stairway, and, if you 
get down this without breaking your neck, a small 
boy will light the gas in a side passage, 
and at the end of tuis a door is unlocked 
aud you find yourself in a room with an 
improvised bar, Beer is 10 cents a glass and other 
drinks are 5 and 10 cents nigher. No one stops for 
a miked drink. Everytuing is taken straigut and 
even water and seltzer are done away with. This 
is hotei drinking for travelers or citizens who are 
showing the towns to strangers. Raids are made 
every tew weeks but cooly a few bottles can be 
found. The estabushed merchant gets it at his 
clubs or keeps it at home. Ihe young man who is 
clerk. ng or has ju- t bezun the pract.ce of medicine 
or law, belougs to onecf the clubs which supporia 
room in sume business biock where tue boys meet 
in the evening. Each has a locker and keeps what 
liquor he wants. One ciub-room, recen ly started 
*“up-town,” was fitted up at an expense of $1,000. 
It's an every day cecurre ce for many of the 
members to be at their lockers at the same time, 

“I say, Bil, wil you try some of my new beer,” 
asks one. 

Pon't care if I do.“ is the reply. 

And you just take a finger of this whisky.” 

Tue working man gets his quot of his oid enemy, 
the saloon keeper, just as formerly, but the saloon 
keeper has closed nis shop, with its mirrors and 


» Bilver-hanud.ed beer pumps, and pays nothing to the 


city for tue privilege of selling it. He rents ealy a 
few rvoms wiere ne lives and where his friends 
and neigabors call. Pernaps the barrel of beer is 
set in an oid wel inthe yard or up in the garret. 
The faucet from which it is drawn is conceaied in 
the wall, beuind the head of tne bed, by means ofa 
secret door, which is not noticeable even when the 
bed is moved away. While im one room tu ere 
may be a dozen ‘longshoremen and = grass 
trimmers, the very next apartment will 
be taken by young men wuo are 
seeing the town,“ and have gone amid the pover- 
ty of the city for the noveity of it. The habitual 

runkard, with respectable connections, who can 
not flad jodgings at the club, will be in the rooms 
of tke zroggery keeper and have his spree out ail 
by himself. It was at first customary to have clab- 
rooms where a barxeeper was constantly in attend- 
ance, and members jet themselves in with keys, 
but the barxeeper was finally heid to be the seller 
and this method had to be given up.

BLAINE’s BOOK, 


The Plumed Knight and His Publishers— 
Not After the Presidency.

New Tonk, December 19.— I saw Mr. Blaine 
recently,” said Colonel Frank A. Burr, at the St. 
James Hotel, yesterday. He has been having a 
great deal of trouble with his publishers. Blaine 
told me he began at first to write each day about 
1,000 words on his book.

It was to be completed, I 
think, in two years from the commencement of the 
first volume, The statute of limitations 
Blaine's publishers expires in about a month. 
Blaine has managed to finish his book, but it has 
kept bim a close prisoner for months. He could 
not have been more closely confined at Sing Sing. 
He has lost about fifteen pounds in weight during 
the summer and fall, and I have no doubt will 
gladly welcome his release from bondage. A man 
is a fool to make a contract to finish a k within 
a stipulated time. There areso many days that, 
vefore one knows it, he finds himself confronted 
with an almost impossible task, whichis as much 
as his life is worth to try to accomplish.” 

“For my rt,“ continued Colonel Burr, “I do 
not think Mr. Blaine wili ever again be a candidate 
for the Presidency. This idea was borne out by a 
cousin of Mr. Blaine who was in New York for a 
few weeks. ‘I don’t think.“ be said ‘that Mr. 
Blaine has any idea of entering the canvass again. 
He will not emerge from his retirement. It was 
against his inclination that he accepted the nom- 
ination last year, and I can think of no inducement 
that could persuade him to try it over again.’ 

“In otber words. he is not willing to go through 
another canvass of slander and mad slinging, even 
with the Presidency in the distance. 

“No, I don't think Blaine would oppose Logan, 
and if Black Jack’ shouli be nominatei in 1888. 
Mr. Blaine would probably take the stump for him. 
But it seems to me that the Republicans will have 
to heal up their differences before tuey can hope 
to win another National contest. Blaine, I believe. 
will have this much to do with the next National 
Convention. He will prevent the nomination of 
any avowed opponent like Edmunds. It may be 
considered good policy not to nominate quite such 
& pronounced man as Logan, but in any event, the 
nominee of the convention willnot be an enemy 
to ine.“

She also 
declared that for four months she had consented to 
liveon thesame flooras Mrs. Sparro in order to 
allow her husband every opportunity to continue 
such an intimacy. 

Assistant-District Attorney Fitzgerald thought 
the woman had perjured herself by this testimony 
in order tosave her husband, and as to the theory 
of biackmail, he considered that flimsy. The pris- 
oner swore that he remained away from the house 
after the fight three days. His wife said he came 
back the same night, and the son said he had not 
seen him at home since the occurrence. Judge 
Cowan told the jury that a man accused of this 
offence was already prejudged in the minds ef 
many men. “Human nature says such a man 
should be shot down. It's an outrage,’ exclaimed 
the Judge. The jury had no doubts on the subject, 
and convicted the prisoner, who was remanded for 
sentence.

Burke defines bombastic as windy phraseology.” 
If the lives of thetwo men were not cast so far 
apart in point of dates one would think that Burke 
hit on his definition of bombastic by seeing one of 
John A. Stevens’ plays. Mr. Stevens is master of 
this kind of literature, and most of his plays are the 
finest examples of it extant. They are unique in 
dramatic literature as exponents of the heroic, 
which is so much so as to be mock heroic, the 
high-flown and the intensely sentimental, Mr. 
Stevens does @pothing by halves. To use 
an expressive phrase, he takes the whole 
hog or none. His hero is not your 
every-day hero who is content to have his heroism 
limited by such paltry things as time. space and 
human capabilities, He is capable of handling any 
number of villains, is daunted by no combination 
of adverse circumstances and comes out un- 
scathed from difficulties which would kill an army 
of common mortals. He would cheerfully smash 
the universe or challenge the Almighty the exi- 

neies of the situation or the interests of the girl 
— loves demands it. 

Mr. Stevens is not content with common lan- 
guage, which is used in every-day life, with a fair 
regard for grammatical excellence, He doesn’t 
care much for the grammar, but the language must 
have wings, and good strong ones too. His diction 
flaps around the empyrean of rhetoric in a manner 
that puts to shame the highest fligotef spread- 
eagle orators. Blunt, plain, duect Anglo-Saxon is 
not half good enough forhim. When any of his 
characters have anything to say they say it with as 
many and as high-sounding words as the dictionary 
will permit. 

Mr. Stevens’ sentiment is not the simple genuine 
kind that satisfies the average of- men and women. 
The simplest emotion is nothing to him it not in- 
tense. ve is a madness that makes a blithering 
idiot of its victim; hate is a frenzy that whip-saws 
the air into a froth; pathos is siobbering slush; 
pity is a stream of tears over its banks; hunger 
cold, heat aud such physical conditions an 
appetites are raging exaggerations. He thinks in 
hyperboes and superlatives. 

Mr. Stephens has become known chiefly through 
some very bad plays, such as Passion's Slave,” 
“Unknown” and several others with high-sounding 
titles.

At adinner party I heard a speaker eulogize 
Ellen Terry as the “inspired woman. I recalled 
it to-day in speaking with a friend about her re- 
ported troubles with Mr. Irving. 

“I do not believe there has been any separation,” 
said he.

GRANT'S BOOK. 


The a © Memoirs of the 
Nation’s Hero. 
— —— el 8 


The Modest Autobiography of a Great 
and Eventful Life—The Early Years 
of the Future General—Home and 
West Point—Mexico—The Struggle 
for the Union. 


General Grant did not possess the literary faculty, 
except in a small degree, in which hejwas unlike a 
fair percentage of other generais on both sides, 
some of whom are really good writers. Gen. 
Grant's life had been passed in spheres of activity 
which lie wholly apart from the domain of literary 
work and which tend to direct the mind into the more 
practical channels of thought. But the absence of 
a smooth literary charm from the General's Per- 
sonal Memoirs” is attoned for by other attractive 
qualities. It is marked throughout with a direet- 
ness, simplicity and sincerity which will prove very 
winning to the unprejudiced reader, and which 
sharply distinguish it from other histories of the 
war. When ‘great commanders write the 
story of their campaigus they develop a 
litérary style peculiar to themselves, a 
style terse, condensed and incisive. Such writers 
are not apt to go extensively into military crit- 
icism, the fayorite pastime of civilian historians; 
but they are generally content to vigorously 
present the facts and let them speak for 
themselves. Comment and observation are 
lightly and briefly used as accessories of the 
narrative, and not as inherent and essential quali- 
ties. The Commentaries of Ceasar will ever rank 
asa model of military history; and Gen. Grant's 
book has much in it that is suggestive of the 
famous work of the Roman general. Of course, it 
is not the correctness of style, nor the symmetrical 
literary finish, nor the rhetorical excellence of the 
Commentaries; but the two books are both n@table 
for directness and brevity of statement, unreserved 
candor, and a jealous regard for facts. 

The General begins the memoirs by briefly trac- 
ing his ancestry, the American founderof the 
family having settled in Dorchester, Mass., in 
1630. The General was born in 1822,at Mount 
Pleasant, Clermont County, O. The family then 
moved to the adjoining County of Brown,which was 
their home, in 1839, when the writer went to West 
Point, at the age of 17. Previous to that time he 
had gotten but scant tuition in poor country 
schools. Headmits the substantial truth of the 
oft-to!d anecdoce about his being sent by his father 
to buy a colt of Mr. Ralston. He says; 

My father had offered 820 for it, but Ralston 
wanted $25. was so anxious to have the 
colt that after the owner left I begged to 
be allowed to take him at the price demanded. 
My father yielded, but said $20 was all the 
horse was worth, and told me to offer 
that price; if it was not accepted I was to 
offer $22 50, and if that would 
him, to give the $3. * 
to Mr. Ralston's house said to him: 
says I may offer you $20 for the colt, but 
if you won't take that I am to offer you 
$22 50, and if you won't take that to give 
you $25." * * [It would not require a Con- 
necticut man to guess the price fiuaily agreed 
upon. I could not have been over 8 
years old at the time. 

After ashort experience at West Point, he be- 
came disgusted with military life, and determined 
to keep out of it, even if he graduated, which he 
did not expect to do. He says: 

I did not take hold of my studies with avidity, 
in fact I rarely ever read a lesson over a second 
time during my whole cadetship * * There 
is a fine library connected with the Academy, from 
which cadets can get books to read in their 
quarters. I devoted more time to these than to books 
relating to the course of studies. Much of the time. 
I am sorry tosay, was devoted to novels, but not 
those ofa trashy sort. I read all of Bulwer's. 
then published Cooper's. Marryat's, Scott's, Wash- 
ington Irving’s works, Lever's and many others 
that I do not now remember. Mathematics was very 
easy to me, sothat when January came, I passed 
the examination, taking a good standing in that 
branch. In French, the only other study at that 
time in the first year’s course, my standing was 
very low. In fact, if the class bad been turned the 
other end foremost, I should have been near head. 
I never succeeded in getting squarely at either 
end of my class, in any one study, durimg the four 
years. I came near it in French artillery, infantry 
aud cavairy tactics, and conduct. 

He was so displeased with life at West Point chat 
he was at first glad when a bill was introduced in 
Congress, in 1889, to abolish it, but was pleased 
when it failed to pass. He was delighted with the 
fine military appearance of Gen. Scott when he 
visited West Point and reviewed the students. He 
writes: “I could never resembie him in appearance, 
but Idid have a presentiment for a moment that 
some day Ishould occupy his place en review.” 
Owing tolow class standing, he spent the fourth 
year asa private. The years at the school seemed 
“five times as long as Ohio years’ to him. After 
graduation he was put in the Fourth Infantry, 
although his first choice was dragoons. 

From the General's account of his earliest mili- 
tary life. we get an excellent idea of the state of 
military affairs at that time; and much that he 
writes as simple narrative is aiso quiet satire and 
excellent criticism. September, 1543, found him 
established at Jefferson Barracks, St. Louis, then 
the largest military post in the country, and com- 
manded by Col. Steven Kearney. On tile subject 
of the older officers he writes: 

It did seem to mein my early army days, that 
too many of the older officers, when they came to 
command sts. made it a study to think what 
orders they could publishto annoy their subord- 
inates and render them uncomfortable. I noticed, 
however, afew years later, when the Mexican war 
broke out, that most of this class of officers dig- 
covered that they were possessed of disabilities 
which entirely incapacitated them for active field 
service. They had the moral courage to proclaim 
it, too. They were rignt; but they did not always 
give their disease the right name. 

The distaste tor army life clung to him and he 
writes: “As already stated, it was never my in- 
tention to remain in the army long, but to prepare 
myself for a professorship in some college But 
the genius of fame had marked him fora great 
soldier, and circumstances kept him inthe ranks 
long enough to train him for his subsequent great 
career. 

During the exciting agitation growing out of the 
annexation of Texas, Grant, still a lieutenant, was 
stationed with his regiment at Salubrity, Louisiana. 
The war which then impended now looksto him 
merely as the prelude to that greater struggle. 

It is to the credit of the American nation, 
however, that after conquering Mexico, and 
while practically holding the country in our 
session, so that we could have retai the whole of 
it, or made any terms we chose, we paid a round 
sum for the additional territory taken; mere than 
it was worth, or was likely to be, to Mexico. To us 
it was au empire and of incalculabie value; but it 
might have been obtained by other means. The 
Southern rebellion was largely the outgrowth of the 
Mexican war. Nations, like individuals, are punished 
for their transgressions. We got our punishment 
in the most sanguinary and expensive war of 
modern times. 

From Louisiana he went with his regiment to 
Corpus Christi, Texas, a westward movement of 
troops having been ordered in anticipation of war 
with Mexico. His observations about people and 
things at that point give us an opportunity of phi- 
losophizing in his own vein: 

The difficulty of obtaining tobacco is bi 
the reason why everybody, male ana 3 
it at that time. 1 know from my own experience 
that when I was at West Point, the fact that topac- 
eo, inevery form, was prohibited, and the mere 
possession of the weed severely punished, inade the 
majority of the cadets, myself 
try to acquire the habit of using it. 
at the time aod for many years afer 
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ambition. 
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Finally, General Taylor assumed command of 
the “army of occupation” that convened at 
Corpus Christi. The men engaged in the Mexican

While stationed at Corpus Christi he made 4 
three weeks’ trip to Austin, which furnished him 


with the following story: 

One evening, while riding on the prairies, a 
terrible howling of Wolves was heard, and the 
writer thought there were hundreds of tuem. As 
he proceeded in the direction of the sound, bis 
conipanion asked, Grant, how many wolves do you 
suppose are in that pack?’ Suspecting that he 
thought I would overestimate tue number, 
the writer contiaves, I determined to 
show my acquaintance witu the animai by putting 
the esiimate below what possibiy could be correct 
and answered: “On, avout twenty,” very indiffer- 
ently. Hesmiled and rode on, In a minute we 
were close upon them, and before we saw them. 
There were just two of them, Seated upon their 
haunches, with their mouths close togetner, they 
had made all the noise we had been bearing for 
the last ten minutes. I have often tnougut of this 
incident since when I have heard the noise of a 
few disappomted politicians who had deserted 
their associates. There are always more of them 
before tuey are counted. 

Shortly before bis regiment was ordered forward 
from Corpus Christi, he was made full Second- 
Lieutenant and transferred to the company of Cap- 
tain McCall. He describes the advances of General 
Taylor, and makes many interesting observations 
about the army and the country through which it 
passed. The battles of Palo Alto and of Resaca 
de La Palma are well described. which battles, the 
writer says, “seemed to us engaged as pretty im- 
portant affairs, but we had enly a joint conception 
of their magnitude until they were fought over in 
the North by the press and the reports came 
back to us.” He is very complimentary 
to General Taylor, and mentions bis 
habit of generally wearing citizen's dress 
while commanding troops) The time was passed 
pleasantiy at Matamoras waiting for volunteer 
reinforcements. In August began the advance 
upon Monterey, the regiment being. moved to 
Comargo on steamers. At the battle of Monterey 
his regiment did good work, and he himself 

was often shot at from thehouse-tops. He says: 
My pity was aroused by the sight of the Mexican 
Garrison marching out ef Monterey as prisoners.” 
This was but a mark of the humane feeling des- 
tinued to dignify all the later lite of the young 
lieutenant. Here he interjects this thought: The 
Mexican war was a political war, and the admin- 
istration conducting it desired to make party cap- 
ital out of it.” Then follows some severe auimad- 
versions on the political intrigue then active in 
high places. . 

He was in the battle of Buena Vista and at the 
siege and capture of Vera Cruz. The memorabie 
ad vance from the latter place to the City of Mexico 
is described with interesting details anda terse 
statement of facts. About the battles, he says: “I 
am not pretending to give fuil details of all the 
batties fought, but of the portion that Isaw." He 
draws ao interesting contrast between Generals 
Tay lor and Scott, showing notable points of differ- 
ence between them inthe matters of dress, bearing, 
manners and habits, Taylor being plain, careless 
and irregular, and Scott the reverse. In military 
affairs, Scott was inclined to rely on his staff offi- 
cers, but Tayior liked to see with his own eyes. 
Some characteristics which he ascribes to Taylor 
recall the popular conception of Stonewall Jack- 


son. 

General Scott has been harshly dealt with by 

military critics, for the alleged needless slaughter 
of so many of his best troops in the battle imme- 
diately preceding the capture of the City of Mex- 
ico. On this point Grant says: General Scott's 
successes are an answer to all criticism * * * Credit 
is due to the troops engaged, but the plans and the 
strategy were the General's.” There is much inter- 
esting descripiive matter based on his observations 
in Mexico after the treaty was signed. He at- 
tended a bull fight which is described in detail. 
He was se disgusted at the brutality of the per- 
formance, that he left before it was concluded. 
This passage is worth quoting: 

My experience in the Mexican war was of great 
advantage to me afterwards. Besides the many 
practical lessons it taugbt, the war brought nearly 
all of the officers of the regular army together so 
asto makethem personally acquainted. It also 
brought them in contact with volunteers, manv of 
whom served in the war of the rebellion after- 
wards. Then, in my particular case. I had been 
at West Point at about the rignt time to meet most 
of the graduates who were of a suitabie age at the 
breaking out of the rebeliion to be trusied with 
large commands. Graduating in 1843. 1 was at the 
Military Academy from one to four years with all 
cadets who graduated between 1840 and 1846—seven 
classes. These classes embraced more than fifty 
officers, who afterwards became generals on one 
side or the other in the rebeilion, many of them 
holding high commands. Ali the older officers who 
became conspicuous in the rebellion I had 
also served with and known in 
Mexico: Lee, J. E. Jounston, A. 8. Johnston 
Holmes, Hebert anda number of others on the 
other side: McCall. Mansfield, Phil. Kearney and 
others on the National side. 
thus formed was of immense service to me in the 
war of the rebeilion—I mean what I learned of the 
character of those to whom I was opposea. Ido 
not pretend to say that all movements, or even 
many of them. were made with special reference 
tothe characteristics of the commander against 
whom they were directed. But my appreciation of 
my enemies was certainly affected by this kuowl- 

ge. The natural disposition of most People is te 
clothe a commander of a large army whom they 
do not know with almost superhuman abilities. 4 
large part of the National army, for instance. and 
most of the press of he country, clothed General 
Lee with just auen qualities, but I had known him 
personally, and knew that he was mortal. 


In August, 1848, he married Miss Julia Dent in St. 
Louis, having fallen in love with her before the 
Mexican war. Shortly afterwards he was ordered 
to Detroit, Mich., where he spent two years. After 
an uneventful experience, but constant moving 
around, he found himself. in 1852, at Benicia, Cali- 
fornia. 


At Benicia, in 1852, flour was 25 cents per 
potatoes were 16 cents; beets, turnips and. —— 
6 cents; onions 3744 cents; meat and other articles 
in proportion. In 1858, at Vancouver. vegetables 
were a little lower, I. with turee other officers 
concluded that we would raise a crop for ourselves, 
and by selling the surpius real ze something hand- 
some. I bougut a pair of horses that had crossed 
the plains that summer and were very poor. They 
recuperated rapidly, however, and proved a good 
team to break up the ground with. I performed 
ali the labor of 8 the ground, while the 
other officers planted potatoes. Our crop was 
enormous. Luckily for us, the Columbia River 
rose to a great height from the melting of the 
snow in the mountains in June, and overflowed and 
killed most of our ey This saved digging it up 
for everybody en the ie coast seemed to have 
come to the conclusion at the same time that 
agriculture would de profitable. In 1853 more than 
tpree-quarters ef the raised were per- 
mitted to rot iu the ground, or to be thrown away. 
The only potatees we sold were to our Own mess. 


In July. 1858, Grant was promoted to the cap- 
taincy ofa company stationed at Humboldt Bay, 
Cal, In the meantime, his wife and two children 
were still in the East, and despairing of his ability 
to support them ia California on &captain’s pay, he 
resigned his commission and rejoined his family. 
3 82 he moved with his wife to their 

arm near 877. Louis. The follow is a story of 
his life in St. Louis: | ray

He volunteered in response to Lincoln’s famous 
call for 78.000 men. He might have been captain 
of the company raised at Galena, but declined it. 
The company was attached to the Eleventh Illinois 
Volunteer Infantry. He was in St. Louis when the 
Confederate flag was taken down from a building 
at Fifth and Pine, and gives a graphic description, 
of the scene. He soon afterwards applied to Gen. 
Thomas, Adjutant-General U. S. A., for the com- 
mand of a regiment, but he never heard from the 
application. and next madea short visit to his 
parents in Coviugton, Ky. When Lincoln's second 
call, for 800,000 men. was made, Grant was ap- 
pointed Colonel of the Twenty-first Illinois In- 
fantry. ’ 

Grant's first movement was in a small ex- 
pedition against Col. Harris in Missouri 
whom he failed to find. He was then or 
dered to Mexico, Mo., and was assigned by Gen. 
Pope to the command of a sub-district, embracing 
troops in the neighborhood. This extract tells how 
he become a brigadier-general: 

Ihad not been in Mexico many weeks when, 
reading a St. Louis paper, I found ‘the President 
had asked the Illinois delegation in Congress to 
recommend some citizen of the State for 
the position of brigadier-general, and that 
they unanimously recommended me as tirst 
on @ list of seven, [ was very much sur- 
prised, because, as I have said, my acquaintance 
with the Congressmen was very limited, and I did 
not know of anything I had done to inspire such 
confidence. ‘The papers of the next day announced 
that my name with three others had been sent to 
the Senate, and a few days after that our confirma- 
tion Was announ 

After a series of unimportant operations in Mis- 
souri, Gen. Grant found himself in command of 
the forces at Cairo. He writes: 

Soon after I took command at Cairo, Gen- 
eral Fremont entered into arrangements 
for the exchange of the prisoners  cap- 
tured at Camp Jackson in the month of 
May. I received orders fo pass them through my 
lines to Columbus as they presented themselves 
with proper credentials, Quite a number of these 
prisoners I had been personally acquainted with 
before the war. Such of them as 1 had so known 
were received at my headquarters as old ac- 
quaintances, and ordinary routine business was 
not disturbed by ther presence. On one occasion, 
when several were present in my office, my inten- 
tion to visit Cape Girardeau the uext das to inspect 
the troops at that point was mentioned. Something 
transpired to postpone my trip; but a steamer 
employed by the Government was passing a point 
some twenty or more miles above cairo the next 
day, when 4 section of rebel artillery, with proper 
escort, brought her to. A Major, one of those who 
bad been at my headquarters ihe day before, came 
at once aboard, aud, after some search, made a 
direct demand for my gelivery. It was hard to 
persuade him that I was not there. Tuis officer 
was Major Barrett of St. Louis. I had been ac 
quainted with bis family before the war. 

The military experience of General Grant, .from 
the investment of Fort Donelson till the close of the 
war, is familiar to the reading public. The latter 
part of the volume deals with great battles, cam- 
paigns and maneuvers that will ever remain pres- 
ent in the minds of the American people. Moreover 
the concluding chapters of the volume are mainly 
a republication of the war articles published in the 
Century Magazine, and, hence, are not further 
noticed here. The volume cioses with the sur- 
render of Vicksburg, and a retrospective survey of 
the campaign leading up to it. It may be well to 
remember that the battle of Shiloh is a never-ending 
source of controversy, even among soldiers on both 
sides who participated. There is wide divergence 
of statement as to the alleged surprise of Grant's 
army by Johnston's attack; but the gravest matter 
of dispute is the condition of the Union army at the 
close of the first day's fight, and the probable result 
if Beauregard had pressed his advantage. Other 
Union writers maintain that the Northern army 
was so badiy beaten and so demoralized that it 
would have been destroyed; but General Grant 
does not hold this view, as appears from the fol- 
lowing extract: 

The description of the hartlo of “*iloh, given by 
Col. William Preston Johns on, is v. graphie and 
well told.
